The Danville tobacco market took 
a wild leap to a nl^n ptm*» of in- 
creased prices this morning. The 
•wildest enthusiasm prevailed among 
the big crowd on the breaks. Enthu- 
siasm was unbounded. 

Crop averages ranged from thirty 
cents to fifty cents a pound, and a 
thirty cents average was a rariety. 

Robert Burton and Noel, of Gar- 
rard county, broke the season's aver- 
age, receiving an even fifty cents a 
pound for their crop. Col. R. G. Ev- 
ans and Peach, of Boyle county, 
reached a high mark with an aver- 
age of $44.15, while R. T. Quisen- 
berry and Worthington stood away 
up among the big figures, making an 
average far above forty cents a 
pound. Baughman & Mitchell, of Lin- 
coln county, averaged forty cents a 
pound, while scores of other growers 
ranged along with them. 

Not in the history of tobacco grow- 
ing has such high prices been real- 
ized for the weed as is being paid on 
the Danville breaks. 

There were about twenty ladies 
present on the breaks this morning 
listening to the Premier Auctioneers, 
Capt. Dock Holland and Capt. Walter 
Dunn, sing the sales. They were sing- 
ing right this morning and the buy- 
ers were stirred to a high pitch. Col. 
I M. Dunn and Allen Heiaft were 
on the job boosting in their inimita- 
ble fashion.

EXPLAINED INCOME TAX LAW 

Collector John W. Hughes and 
Hon. Charles C. Spalding spoke to 
some 75 or 100 taxpayers in the cir- 
cuit court room of the court-house 
Wednesday afternoon, explaining the 
income tax law. Judge Hughes, who 
a collector of Internal revenue of 
this district, spoke first, telling of 
the importance of making a report 
to a revenue officer if the income of 
single man is as much as $1,000 
and that of a married man $2,000. 
It does not necessarily mean that be- 
cause the income is as much as $1,- 
000 or $2,000, under the different 
conditions, that one is liable for in- 
come tax, for there are many ex- 
emptions to be made, but the penalty 
of not reporting is just as severe for 
those who are not liable as it is for 
those who are, in the event the in- 
line as a single man is $1,000 or 
$2,000 as a married man. Judge 
Hughes insisted that when it is pos 
siblc to pay the cash, that it will be 
a great help to the government, al- 
though those who can not do so con- 
veniently will be given until June 
15th to pay their income tax. Mr. 
Spalding has studied the income tax 
law and being very conversant with 
it, was able to make its workings 
clear to his audience. After going 
over the three divisions — business 
men, professional . men and farmers 
— he asked those who had questions 
to ask, to kindly do so. Many took 
advantage of the opportunity to bet 
tr acquaint themselves with the pro- 
visions of the law and his answers 
were as clear and concise as was his 
talk. Judge Hughes is very anxious 
that every taxpayer in his district be 
given the best knowledge possible 
rbout the income tax law and he is 
sparing neither time nor energy in 
making the matter clear to them. He 
and Mr. Spalding will vir.it as many 
counties in this collector's district a? 
possible and will speak in them all 
if they have time. It is regretted that 
a larger crowd did not greet the 
speakers, but the limited time given 
to advertise it is due the fact that 
the court room was not filled.

NEW HEN RULING A BLESSINC 

The ruling of the United State- 
Food Administration prohibiting the 
selling of hens and pullets from Feb- 
ruary 11th to May 1st, 1918, is for 
the purpose of conserving the egi: 
supply of the country and to encour- 
age the production of more chickens. 

It has been an unfortunate custom 
in the State of Kentucky for the far- 
mer to sell hens during the early 
spring months, just at the time when 
they would be producing the most 
eggs. It is estimated that 1,000,000 
fowls are sold annually from this 
State during this time. This repre- 
sents a loss of 30,000,000 eggs, 
which will be prevented this year. 

Heretofore every farmer who has 
sold a hen during February has lost 
at least fifty cents per hen by so do- 
ing. Therefore, this rule is not a 
hardship, but a blessing, as the in- 
come to the farmers in Kentucky 
will be something like $500,000 more 
than if the hens had been sold. 

The nation needs the eggs that 
will be laid by those hens in order to 
increase our food supply and help 
win the war.

They'll whisper 
behind your back and in a hundred 
ways impede the work. When you 
find such a man, don't wait, don't 
say to him, "Come let's talk this 
over." Don't ask him to have tea; 
knock his block. 

And when he comes sneaking 
around with a bomb, don't say, "Let 
us pray," but take him out there on 
the marsh and tie him down and 
place the bomb on his cheat. Light it 
and stand off and watch him blow to 
his Kaiser — to hell. Be regular he- 
men. Work whether the boss is around 
or not. The destiny of the country is 
in your hands. Every man in a ship- 
yard is a fortress of freedom, every 
rivet a nail in the Kaiser's coffin. 

I was born in a shipyard and the 
first smell I can remember is of hot 
tar and oakum. Our greatest weak- 
ness nowadays is our lack of sense 
of moral obligation; the soul of man 
has gone astray. Men who apply for 
work ask, "Is the work hard?" "How 
long will it last!" 

What is the matter with you? Do 
a day's work because you are men. 
There is no hope for democracy till 
the rich man and the poor man give 
all they have, their very best. 

There's nothing of procrastirntiun 
in this advice. Upon two heads Dr. 
Eaton has given the ship foremen the 
most excellent counsel; and it goes 
for all citizens whether they work 
with their hands or not. Everybody 
should be on the lookout for spies 
and propagandists; and every man 
wogtan should he ager to x do a 
work over, day in i]* 
2 behalf, whether at food 
on, food production or in 
;H ruy routine that contributes to 
M^oj^neral prosperity of the eoun- 
jtry. The situation has room for many 
ministers of the Gospel to do the 
work that Dr. Eaton is performing 
so ably among the ship workmen. —

THE NEW FLOUR RULING 

Mixed flours containing less than 
50 per cent, of wheat may be s«ld 
without substitutes, according to a 
stnlment by the United States Food 
Administration. 

Sperinl rules governing the sales 
of other mixed flours have been pro- 
mulgated. Retailers are forhidden to 
sell mixed flours containing more 
than 50 per cent, of whent flour to 
any person unless the nmount of 
wheat flour substitutes sold is suffi- 
cient to make the total amount of 
such substitutes, including those in 
mixed flour, equal to the total amount 
of wheat flour in the mixed flour. 
For instance, if any mixed flour is 
purchased containing 60 per cent, 
wheat flour and 40 per cent, 
substitutes, it is necessary that an 
additional 20 per cent, of substitutes 
be purchased. This brings it to the 
basis of one pound of substitute for 
each pound of wheat flour. 

The other exceptions to this basis 
of purchase, in addition to that of 
mixed flours containing less than 60 
per cent, of wheat flour, are those 
concerning graham flour and whol«? 
wheat flour, which flours may be sold 
at a ratio of three pounds to five 
pounds of wheat flour: and a special 
exception, which may be granted up- 
on application showing the necessity 
in the case of specially prepared in- 
fants' and invalids' food containing 
flour.

The om- 
mander of a broken force of 
patriots, half fed, half clothed, 
ly armed, his attempt must 
seemed hopeless to the wordlywise 
of his time. 

It was not merely the foe he iced, 
but the petty and sordid divisi*» of 
the forces behind him. He in the 
leader not of a nation, but of aroup 
of jealous and bickering Stat and 
of a faint-hearted Congfas. 'Uder 
any ordinary generalship his t>tea- 
quely equipped army would have 
turned tail and scattered wiin a 
year. But somehow by conssmate 
faith in the guiding hand ofrovi- 
dence, by a speed of thought id ac- 
tion that out-witted a vaatlyJperi- 
or foe, he won out against altuman 
odds. So he will ever be regsed by 
history as one of the world great 
military commanders.

He wsbigger 
than any political party, abto see 
beyond and around the ordi-y par- 
tisan viewpoint. 

If we can use the rvelous 
science and the mighty for* enlist 
ed in our war, with as mi skill 
alertness and second miljt judg 
ment as Washington showede shall 
win this war. If we can maest the 
same lofty independence ofmerely 
partisan spirit that he shed, we 
shall be helped still further estab- 
lish the great principles fopich he 
contended.

lis, Cincinnati, Columbus and Cleve- 
land, each identified with a strong 
university and each affiliated with 



Thirty-five 
ed by fifty-six students at 
aeries of institutes, each institute last- 
ing six weeks. A second series has 
just opened. In addition, chapter 
courses of Information are to be es- 
tablished in cities of 26,000 popula- 
tion and over. 

There is no guess work about Red 
Cross Home Service. 

Workers are being trained to help cit- 
izens gain all sorts of information. If a 
family has not heard from a son in 
the service, if the allotment and al- 
lowance check is delayed or wrong 
in amount, if a boy is reported missing, 
if any one of hundreds of possibilities 
occur, the Home Service worker must 
be alert to his or her responsibilities. 

To show that there are ' hundreds 
of possibilities" for this service, the 
American Red Cross has prepared 
for its committeemen a handbook con- 
taining correct answers to 260 ques- 
tions which these committeemen have 
already been asked. 

Forty-nine answers to questions on 
army and navy service, running from 
the composition of the fighting forces 
to explaining what must be done to 
assist the family of a man who haa 
entered the service under an assumed 
r.ame, are given In this handbook. 

Eighty-six points on the soldier's and 
Bailor's allowance compensation and 
war risk insurance are explained. The 
latter in itself is so large a task that 
a Home Service worker, anticipating 
a "soft snap" might be driven to 
cover if there were no handbook or 
institute course to lessen his perplexi- 
ty. It is down In black and white 
how the insurance is written and for 
whom, how premiums are paid and 
by whom. Six points of Information 
are provided to cover insurance tor 
crews of merchant vessels and trans- 
ports. 

American Red Cross Home Service 
for families of enlisted men fighting 
for our allies causes twenty-nine quea- 
tlona to be answered in the hand- 
book.

THE LATEST WAR NEVS 

Secretary of War Raker is t <pect- 
ed to call the next draft quo! May 
1. This indicates that more mi n are 
beinp sent overseas than the sublic 
realizes; also to equip an add tional 
500,000 men, which number s ex- 
pected to be included in the next 
call. 

The first American-built >attle 
planes are on the way to Franc , five 
months ahead of schedule. aec< rding 
to an announcement made by ecre- 
tary Baker. The machines are 1 quip- 
ped with the Liberty motor wh :h in 
recent tests surpassed all recor s for 
speed and climbing. 

German troops continue to i ivade 
Russia. Troops from warships 1 \ the 
Gulf of Riga have entered Southern 
Esthonia in their sweep of the [pow- 
erless nation. In the Keichstif the 
Foreign Minister has volubly declar- 
ed that the Russians are not » be 
trusted, this in spite of a gc teral 
clamor, for peace on the part ol Bol- 
shevik leaders. The German pi >ple, 
it is declared, are opposed to pu hing 
the invasion wh°n a cessation ol hos- 
tilities is possible. 

Secretary Baker, in his w ekly 
communication, expressed the ul nost 
confidence that the Allies, thoroi rgh- 
ly prepared to meet the impel ling 
German offensive, would repulai the 
invaders. The Secretary of War said 
although Hun troops have >een 
trained for weeks for the onslai ght, 
the Allied lines have been strei rth- 
ened to such a point that a m ash 
through is practically impossible He 
said that by their tactics it is u\ )ar- 
ent the German military lemjer* are 
expecting a victory.

DOINGS THE COUNTRY OVER 

To provide for her pet dog, the in- 
terest of $1,000 is bequeathed in the 
will of Mrs. Quincey Buigess, pro- 
hated in Bourbon county Court. 

The Spurrier bill to prevent drink- 
ing on trains and giving police pow- 
er to conductors and trainmen 
ed 76 to 3 in the Kentucky house 

Seven telephone companies were 
assessed on their tangible property 
$4,973,675 by the State Tax Commis 
sion, an increase of $2,873,544 over 
last year. 

Treasury receipts from war sav- 
ings stamps amounts to $2,845,828, 
bringing the total for February to 
$25,134,933 and the total for the 
campaign to $59,931,107. 

Future issues of treasury certifi 
cates of indebtedness, planned in 
preparation for the third Liberty 
loan, will bear an interest rate of 
4 1-2 per cent., or 1-2 per cent, more 
than issues of the immediate past. 

Among the largest items in the 
Rivers and Harbors Bill, carrying 
$19,270,000, the smallest amount in 
years is $5,000,000 for continuing 
the work on the Ohio River. No ap- 
propriation for new projects or for 
surveys was included. 

The first step to establish a hospi- 
tal for the criminal insane was tak- 
en by the Senate in the passage of a 
bill by a vote of 22 to 7 providing 
for their separate confinement. The 
bill provides that any criminal found 
to be insane, after the commission of 
a crime, will be confined in a sepa- 
rate department in one of the penal 
institutions insteed of at one of the 
State hospitals for the insane. 

Senator Overman is confident of 
victory for his bill to increase the 
power of the President, although sev- 
eral clauses may be revised before 
the measure goes to a vote next 
week. It is expected that the Repub- 
lican Senatora will continue in their 
demands for a War Cabinet and Mu- 
nitions Director and have the clause 
stricken out authorizing the Presi- 
dent to create new war agencies, 
thereby limiting him to changes in 
existing agencies.
